FORCE OF “CONCURRENT.”

In response to n query from Mr, Hoar,
Mr. Hil sald he did not belleve a single

& econcurrent resolutlon which did not
recelve the signature of the FPresldent,
For that reason he belleved the resolu-
tions In a concurrent form were proper,
and It was In that light that he proposcd
to discuss them.

Had the resolutlons been
mnde joint the argument would h
been made that they were ‘nterfering
with the rights of the Executive.

Mr. HIll sald he was for the concur-
rent resolutiona becauss they only ex-
pregsed the opinlon of Congress, and
were respectful, not only to our Presi-
dent, but to the Government of Spain,
He believed the President would carsfully
consider the resolutions. They would
have a moral elfect throughout thin
country and throughout the world, When
Jackson was President Congress adopted
concurrent  resolutions  expressing s
opinion, not wpon the gquestion of belll-
gerency, hut upon the greater question
of the Independence of a country. Such
resolutions were the onjy safe ones;
thus far should Congress go, and no

the Southern Confedeéracy, not s inde-
pendence. The United States figelf re-
coghlesd the Confaderntes as belligerents,
by oxchanging prisoners and recognizing
flags of truce. The Interests of humanity
demanded that the Cubans should bo
treated as belllgerents; thelr execution
be stopped. They munt be treated as
prisoners of war when ecaptured. Thelr
recognition could not be offensive to
Bpain, and it should be granted by this
government in the Interests of humanity,
and in accordance with customs of ali
civilized natlons,
OUR POLICY PRACEFUL.
In conclusion, Mr, HUl sald: “Mr,
Frealdent, while the true policy of this
government is that of peace—not peace ai
sny price, but pence with honor; and
while our general policy Is that of none
intervention in the affuirs of other coun-
tries, yet let me repent whit has been
to often stated hore and elnewhere—that,
as one of the free States among natlons,
one of the greatest republles, it fa im-
pussible that our principles, our senti-
meuts, and our example should not pro-
dure an efféect upon the opinlonz and
hopes of soclety throughout the olvilized
world; and If other peoples, ng matter in
what quarter of the globe, wheiher nenr

THE CUBAN SBITUATION.
“What !e the situatlon? The people of
Cuba have founled a republle, apd are
seckitig to malntain it, They are resist-
Ing the right of taxation without just
representation, They want some valce
in  thelr own government.  They
naturally object to longer being gOV-
erned by u distant Power, that does
not in fact govern, bul opprisses and
plunders them. It Is the old story of
our American Revolution over again.
There were Torles then, as there are
Tories now, whose sympathics are with
aristocratle and monarchisl governments.
They will be ecrushed now. ns
they were then, by the force of the
enlightened and Intelligent public sentl-
ment of a free people, determined
to maintain free {nstitutions for liberty’s
suke alone. We cannot shut our eyes o
the {act that there exista what Mr.
Sownrd called ‘an irrepressible confliet’
between the forces of republicanism on
the one hand and the forces of monarch-
ary on the other hand; between absolute
and constitutional governments; between
those who belleve In the divine rhght of
kings to rule and those who believe that
soclety Itself shall have a substantial
part In its own government.”
